’ I tahderttand "that' .the Japanese' Corq- 
inisribners' propose shortly to bring' out a 
short but cb'nciBB work on' the history, re- 
sources, and development’ of Japan,'- This 
work will give a full and adequate record — 
fuller and more adequate indeed than has 
ever, been given before— of the history, de- 
velopment, and resources of the Empjre of 
-lapan. .The bbok will be compiled by Mr 
2arao Kita, attaohd to the Commission, who/ 
as a matter of course, has access to the best 
Japanese information, being in direct com- 
munication by every mail with the Tokio 
Government. The work will be published in 
octavo form, and will be very similar', though 
not BO voluminous, as Mr Hayters’, ’Victorian 
Year Book, It will be edited by a gentleman 
well known |On the .London and colonial 
Press. The bbok will not be sold, but given 
away to all those who take an interest in 
Japan, Having lately had Oi long interview 
with a member of the Japanese Commission, 
I am in a position to give your readers some 
interesting particulars with regard to a 
country which appears to be likely tbdevelcipe 
important commerical relations with these 
colonies. Japan can send us several staple 
commodities, of which we in Australia stand 
in need — such, for instance, as tea, rice, and 
preserved figs of various kinds. Labor, I 
learn from .the Commission, is exceedingly 
cheap in Japan ; the cost . of living being pro- 
portionately low. Consequently staples, such 
as I' have'mentioned, can he sold at a lower 
figure than from countries where labor is 
dearer.; It will, no doubt, astonish many of 
your readers to learn of the great intellectual 
progress which has taken place in Japan 
during the last few years. A few years ago it 
was, highly dangerbuV for any European to 
venture any distance from the treaty ports ; 
now, Mr Torio Keta assures me, throughout 
the country anyone in European dress is more 
respected than one in J apanese costume. 
This arises from - the fact that at present all 
.Japanese officials wear European cut clothes. 
I am assured that there is no more danger 
for a European to travel in Japati than iu 
Victoria ; and, indeed, 'said my informant, 
with a sly Japanese wink, We have no 
bushrangers in Japan.” With regard to the 
military development of the Empire, 1 am 
to|d that the army has for years past been most 
carefully drilled by Prussian and French 
officers. The Japanese navy already possesses 
three ironclads, built in England, but manned 
by Japanese officers and men, the officers 
having been instructed in British naval 
schools. There are no less than five dock- 
yards fitted with all the most modern appli- 
ances. In finance, Japan is in a condition 
which many other countries might envy. 
Their foreign debt, principally owed In 
London, is only a trifle over £2,000,000 
sterling. Her railways are most prosperous, 
and are all p'aying exceeding well j the only 
Jiffioolty that is met with in the still further 
development of the railway system of the 
Empire is to be found in the exceedingly 
mountainous and broken nature of the 
country.. This, of course, renders the con- 
struction of railways far more expensive than 
it would be in less hilly land. Unlike the 
Chinese, the common people of Japan take 
exceeding kindly to railways, and, indeed, 
when the first railway was opened thousands 
of Japanese travelled on' it merely as a 
pleasure trip to see what railway travelling 
was like. For years past the Japanese Go- 
vernment have had eminent European jurists 
employed in revising the civil and criminal 
code of the Empire. Only by last mail the 
Commissioners were informed that the u-w 
codeof criminal procedure had been coin]ileted . 
It is expected that the new code will shortly 
be adopted. The Japanese Government con- 
fidently expect that when this is done differ- 
ent European Powers will consent to abolish 
the rights of ex-territoriality which their 
subjects at present enjoy by right of treaty. 
The ex-territorial rights at present weigh very 
heavily upon the Japanese. For instance, it 
the Japanese merchant has a dispute with an 
English one and gains the day in the British 
Consular Court at Tokio, his opponent can 
appeal to the Supreme Court at Shanghi in 
China. The expense of such an appeal is, of 
course, enormous, and frequently deters the 
Japanese litigants obtaining their just rights. 
Four years ago the United States Govern- 
ment consented to revise their treaty with 
Japan and greatly reduced their ex-territorial 
privileges. European Goverinnents have 
been comnumioated with, and it is confidently 
expected that they will shortly follow the 
example sot by the Cabinet at VVashington. 
In educational matters the Japanese Govern- 
ment have spared no effort to offer their suh- 
jecta means of acquiring an education on a 
par with that to be obtained at the most 
renowned European nniversities. They have 
intrusted their primary educational establish- 
ments for the most part to American teachers. 
Their schools of medicine are entirely officered 
by German professors. In conclusion, I must 
not omit to compliment the Japanese Com- 
missiouers on the hopeful manner in which 
their court ia arranged at the Exhihition.

The Austrian Strauss Band. 

Noticing the first performance of /the 
Austrian Strauss Band at Flemington on the 
9th,’ the Aryits on the 11th inst.' says As 
regards the style of tlieir play, we may state 
that it is the traditional style of the great 
oitito of the old world, where none but 
highly- finished artistic performances may bo 
produced before ^eat audiences. The 
foundation of this style is that every man 
plays in tune, and no matter what his 
strength of lung or skill of finger, is com- 
pelled to be subordinate to 'the conductor’s 
reading of the work under performance. 
This style we have, not.kao.wn.apiongat ppr 
open-air bands for years past, and it is with 
gratification that we welcome it back in this 
instance. In ail they did on Saturday the 
Austrian Band displayed this charm of 
perfectly harmonious fusion of tone — the 
iridescence of musical colour came and went 
without the means being questioned. So far 
of general style. Of special effect, we may 
notice that the wutnees in retardation and 
acceleration of tempo in the French polka 
were a revelation to most of the audience 
here, and they showed that both the con- 
ductor and his men were thoroughly en 
rapport, the one to conceive and the others 
to execute the beauties which wore other- 
wise latent in an ordinary dance tune. Of 
special power we might instance the second 
movement of the “Festival Overture," 
mentioned above, by Foroni (a compoaei's 
name hitlierto unknown to us), a movement 
having the true character of a Mendelssohn 
“ scherzo,’’ and which was given with such 
dainty precision by the clarionets and flutes 
engaged that we longed to hoar the overture 
to the “ Midsummer Night’s Dream," played 
by the same people. VVhile the bulk of the 
players lose personal identity in general 
effect, we must mention the “side drums,” 
as an instrument which, for its influence 
comes very near the conductor himself. Tho 
provocative manner in which this instrument 
is tapped and drubbed aud rolled in musical 
passages — to emphasise a bar, to round a 
plirase, or point a note of admiration — 
deserves to be mentioned in terms of special 
praise. The oonduotor, Herr '-ViUneri is a 
master of his work. His style is very easy 
and undemonstrative, but so earnest that his 
meaning is felt by his men in the slightest 
glance of his eye and turn of his hand. 



Previous to giving his last lecture in 
Duneilin, Mr Proctor referred to the large 
audii'.oees he hail been favored with iu that city, 
aud the kindly nature of the atteiitinu they had 
given to him.

in Parliament, 

From the 1st of April, 1857, to the 30th of 
September, 1880, the quantity of gold entered 
for duty exportation from New Zealand was 
9,467,498oz, valued at £37,039,248. Of this 
quantity Otago produced 3,988,912os, valued 
at £15,898,692. The comparative returns of 
gold entered for duty for exportation for the 
quarters ending 30th September, 1880, and 
30th September, 1870, show an increase of 
8,170oz over the corresponding quarter of 
last year. 

' Mr M’Millan, a well-known Oamaru settler, 
committed suicide by hanging himself on the 
19th. At midday he went to some men who 
were engaged planting potatoes on his farm, 
anfi said to them, “Now then, boys, It’s 
time to go to dinner," and gave them inatruo- 
tions to continue planting all the afternoon, 
As he did not himself go to dinner, Mrs 
M'Millan went to look for him, and found 
him hanging in an outhouse.

A NORTH ISLAND TBIP.-No. III. 



Ohinemutn is a very peculiar looking place. 
It is a goodrsized Maori village ; the whares, 
some of which are a moderate size, are placed in 
sorts of streets along the little bays of the lake. 
Two fair hotels exist for the accommodation Of 
visitors. Everything is of course pervaded by 
a brimstoney flavor whioh one soon gets used to. 
Near the hotel are to he found numerous 
steam holes slabbed round with flat stones, 
where old native gentlemen wrapped up in 
blankets luxuriate in natural vapor baths, A 
little further on a brook brawls down a alight 
incline partly concealed by the thick steam and 
bridged by some rough flagstones. A few steps 
beyond this and on cither side is a deep black 
hole, emitting a concentration of stinks and dis- 
closing a mass of boiling mud, the flavor of 
which is anything but agreeable. 

Ohincmutu is a paradise for a lazy man. No 
necessity to light a Are— Nature supplies tbo 
boiler. All you have to do is to All a kit with 
potatoes or kumeras, chuck it into a pool, and 
lie down in a bath till your food is cooked. 

The pigs luxuriate to a great extent in the 
warm mud ; they wallow about to the hejirt’s 
content, and as the first feeling of heat disap- 
pears give first one roll and then another to keep 
up the temperature — sometimes they roll too 
far, and it is amusing to see the energy with 
which they make for cooler quarters, and gener- 
ally minus some of their bristles. The majority 
of pigs Wandering about here ate hairless, having 
all gone through different stages of scalding. I 
was rather amused on a previous visit to see a 
boy struggling in the lake with a young pig, ■ a 
proceeding the pig aeemed to greatly object to, 
as he was making a most unearthly squeaking. 
I was bathing at the time, so swam out to see 



what was up, andr found that piggy’s fate was 
sealed. After kstisting to drown him, he was 
conveyed to the shore and chucked all standing 
into a Tnatufal cauldron and boiled, and subse- 
qnentl^ helped to regale a dozen or so nativns, 
who discussed him with much ralieh With the 
aid of a kit of kumerna cooked m the same 
manner. 

. The next morning I Was aroused by the dosch- 
n'lan at half.paab 4. The wcatbOr was intensely 
cold, and the country covered with a hoar frost, 
After a swim in the lake, we took up another 
passenger and resumed our journey. ''The 
scenery after leaving Ohinemutn is peculiar, and 
rather barren of interest. On the right rises an 
abrupt rock or cliff covered at the foot with bush 
aud dotted here and there with Native settle- 
ments and plantations. This cliff is the end of 
the Thames Range, which appears as if Nature 
by some gigantic convulsion had at one stroke 
broken off tlie chain. After driving over Pumice 
Plains, covered with a mixture of manuka and 
tussocks, we at length sighted a onrious rock 
some hundre-ls of feet high standing solitary at 
the entrance of a rocky gorge and mountain 
chain dark and grim-lookiiig through which the 
Waikato River disappears. Here at the foot of 
this gigantio boulder the riverds crossed by a 
bridge spanning rather a fine waterf.all. At this 
place (Atiamnri) is the half-way bouse, where 
we changed horses and regaled ourselves with 
bacon and potatoes dispensed by a dusky hostess 
at 2s a head. From here to Taupo the road 
becomes more Varied, and after passing through 
a bit of forest the magnificent view of snow- 
capped Tongariro and Ruapehu bursts on one’s 
sight for the first time. It Was ..indeed grand— 
the foreground and on either side New Zealand 
bush and the white peaks rising in all their 
Bplendor of glittering snow in the centre — a floe 
subject for an artist. After rattling along for 
about 12 miles, now winding along a ravine, 
now scampering along a flat (at one time Native' 
cultivations, hut now deserted), and constantly 
catching sight of white curling Vapor, indicating 
the preseuee' of hot springs and geysers. The 
Lake Taupo is not seen until one is close to its 
cliffs and a fair view is not obtainable until the 
river is crossed. The place at which Taupo is 
struck is called Tapuaeharnru (or the place of 
the sounding footsteps) and a very appropriate 
name it is as the horses thunder over the ap- 
parently hollow ground. The river Waikato, 
here quits the lake, after having flowed the 
whole length of it from the foot of Ruapehu, and 
is crossed bjr a substantial bridge. A good view, 
of the lake is now to be had from the redoubt 
built op the banks, but it takes some time to 
apprepiate it.. Its shores are low to .the south, 
high and wobded to the north; The eye is at- 
tracted by the snow peaks that dwarf every 
aurronndiQg.hi!l. -From themidst of vast forests 
rise the great mounts of Tongariro and Ruapehu, 
the latter rather unshapely, the former a graceful 
cone, both white with perpetual snow but a hare 
jooky spot on Tongo, froin which Issues a jet of 
steam dwarfed by the distance, signifioaut of 
the latent heat and earthquakes elumbering in 
its bosom, but now otherwise inactive. 'When 
in firil irruption it is to be heard for hundreds 
of miles— when last active We heard the explo- 
sions distinctly in Tanrainga, a distanee of 120 
miles. At. our rear, as we gaze on the lake, 
rites Tatthara, a solitary hill in the midst of a 
plain, its shape indicating its volcanic origin, 
but all around a barren volcanic plateau with 
jets of steam springing ont every here and there. 
Taupo Lake is 1200 feet above the level of the 
sea. The native fish resemble the bally or 
trout found' in the southern rivers and a' small 
fellow not unlike white bait ; the carp liberated 
in its waters flonrish exceedingly well. The 
Huka- waterfall is the next thing of interest to 
be vlewqd. . The river, after winding along the 
platea-j between steep banks is suddenly cheeked 
by an immense rooky reef split in two by some 
convulsion of Nature into a narrow rift or shoot. 
The river is hers narrowed down from 150 yards 
in width to about 16 feet, and the water sweeps 
down this natural shoot at an incredible speed, 
broken every here . and there into foaming 
cauldrons until, in one mighty jump of 40 feet it 
descends into a large hasio surrounded by 
beetling cliffs.. -It is a sight worth sooing. The 
surrounding country is rich in sulphur springs 
and extinct geysers, and hot baths are at a dis- 
count. The favorite place for bathing is a creek 
about a mile and a half from the redoubt and 
kept by the redoubtable Jaok Loffley, alias Jack 
of Clubs, the great Taupo guide— a brigandish- 
looking gentleman— who has erected comfortable 
bathing and dressing houses! Here we stroll on 
fine evenings and Iiixuriate in' the warm water.
